Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Mr. Whither 
called on 2/12/10 and discussed obviousness rejections on record. Examiner agreed that she will withdraw first 103 
rejection. Second rejection was not decided. Since the deadline was close the Examiner told Mr. Whitherss that 
applicant may consider sending the response and explaining the issues. The Examiner will consider and will allow if 
there is no remaining issues. For any possible amendments examiner will call in order to expedite the prosecution. 
The Examiner after reviewing the case called on March 3 rd to discuss the obviousness rejection and possible 
amendments in some claims. Some key differences between present claims and the prior art were discussed. Mr. 
Withers agreed to make the changes by Examiners amendments and delete "applying" from the second line of claims 
10 and 12 and replace by "applying" and to cancel claims 12 and 13.
